THE  DANA  HALL  AND  GOVERNOR  DUMMER  GLEE  CLUBS 
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EDITORIAL 

As  we  look  back  over  the  activities  of  the 
past  school  year,  we  cannot  help  feeling  that 
it  has  been  an  exceptionally  good  one  and 
that  the  morale  of  the  school  has  been  good 
on  the  athletic  fields  and  in  the  classrooms. 

One  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments 
of  the  year,  however,  is  found  neither  on  the 
playing  field  nor  in  the  classroom.  That  was 
the  New  England  Preparatory  School  Music 
Festival  in  which  our  Glee  Club  participated 
and  for  which  our  own  Mr.  Sager  was  so 
largely  responsible. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  a  full  report  on  the 
concert  is  included.  We  are  proud  of  our 
Glee  Club  and  proud  of  our  share  in  the 
Festival;  and  it  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  be 
able  to  quote  below  the  review  which  ap- 
peared in  the  Boston  Herald  on  the  day  fol- 
lowing the  concert. 

"Is  there  any  sight  more  attractive  than  a 
group  of  more  than  300  youngsters  in  earnest, 
any  sound  more  exalting  than  the  voices  of 
these  teenagers,  well  trained,  disciplined  and 
doing  their  utmost? 


"Yesterday  such  a  group  made  a  single  ap- 
pearance at  Symphony  Hall  with  Wilfrid 
Pelletier  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  con- 
ducting them  before  a  near  capacity  au- 
dience. Though  there  had  been  time  for  only 
one  full  rehearsal,  the  concert  proved  to  be 
an  event  as  thrilling  for  an  outsider  as  for 
the  justifiably  proud  parents  and  other  re- 
lations. 

"This  was  the  fifth  annual  concert  by  the 
New  England  (hold  your  breath)  Prepara- 
tory School  Music  Festival  Chorus,  accom- 
panied by  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  assisted  by  vocal  soloists 
from  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music  and  instrumentalists.  From  every 
viewpoint  it  was  an  outstanding  success  and 
the  credit  goes  somewhat  to  the  music  di- 
rectors of  the  participating  schools  but 
mostly  to  the  144  boys  and  171  girls  them- 
selves. 

"Throughout  the  chorus  there  was  a 
unanimity  of  performance  which  enabled 
veteran  opera  conductor  Pelletier  to  re- 
create the  music  most  vividly.  The  Bach 
Magnificat,  which  was  performed  in  about 
the  same  balance  of  parts  as  when  it  was 
first  written,  has  seldom  been  done  here  with 
more  sincerity,  genuine  enthusiasm  and 
good  faith  than  at  this  concert. 

"Though  the  soloists  were  in  excellent 
form  for  their  parts,  there  were  too  many  mo- 
ments of  breathtaking  beauty  in  the  after- 
noon to  justify  comment  on  any  one  sepa- 
rately. The  solemn  tones  of  the  Faure 
Requiem  were  the  most  plastic  musical 
medium  in  which  the  chorus  could  be  shown 
at  its  best,  while  the  discipline  of  the  more 
formal  structure  of  the  Bach  was  no  more 
strict  than  guided  control  of  the  group. 

"There  was  a  radiance  about  the  occasion 
such  as  is  felt  at  many  an  event  in  which 
young  people  participate,  but  it  exuded 
from  a  brilliant  and  vigorous  sound  which 
is  not  often  achieved  however  hard  the  per- 
formers may  try.  The  concert  began  with 
two  Bach  chorales,  and  at  every  break  was 
enthusiastically  applauded."
